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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is generally directed to voice over Internet Protocol (VoIP) telephony. In 
particular, the present invention is directed to supporting 91 1 (E91 1) emergency 
services in a data communications network that includes VoIP telephones. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of independent claims 22, 28, 34, 40 in combination with other elements. For 
example independent claim 22 has claim limitations such as transmitting a unique 
identifier of the user device to the E91 1 DBMS in response to a first query from the 
E91 1 DBMS, and if the user device is a VoIP telephone, then transmitting the physical 
location identifier to the E91 1 DBMS in response to a second query from the E91 1 
DBMS, whereby E91 1 DBMS updates an automatic location identification database with 
the physical location identifier of the VoIP telephone. Independent claim 28 has claim 
limitations such as transmit a unique device identifier to the E91 1 DBMS to a first query 
from the E91 1 DBMS, whereby the E91 1 DBMS determines whether the user device is 
a VoIP telephone, and if the user device is a VoIP telephone, transmit the physical 
location identifier to the E91 1 DBMS in response to a second query from the E91 1 
DBMS, thereby permitting the E91 1 database management system to store the physical 
location identifier in association with the unique identifier. Independent claim 34 has 
claim limitations such as the network device is adapted to assign a physical location 
identifier to the input port, to automatically transmit a report to the E91 1 DBMS when the 
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user device is coupled to the input port, to transmit a unique device identifier to the 
E91 1 DBMS in response to a first query from the E91 1 DBMS, and. if the user device is 
a VoIP telephone, to transmit the physical location to the E911 DBMS in response to 
second query from the E91 1 DBMS. Independent claim 40 has similar limitations as 
claim 22. For the above reasons independent claims 22, 28, 34, 40 and their 
dependent claims 23-27, 23-31, 35-39, 41-45 are allowable.
